Alberta Health Services 
has confirmed Alberta’s 
first case of drug-resistant 
influenza A (HiNi), also 
known as swine flu. 

Laboratory testing con¬ 
firmed that a sample taken 
from an adult Alberta 
woman in August was os- 
eltamivir-resistant. 

Senior medical officer Dr. 
Geriy Predy said the find¬ 
ings are significant because 
oseltamivir, or Tamiflu, is 
the most common antiviral 
used to treat influenza. 

“It’s always a concern 
that there is resistance but 
it isn’t unexpected,” Predy 
said at yesterday’s press 
conference. 

“This isn’t something 
people should be alarmed 
about,” 

Predy said drug-resistant 
strains are still treatable 
with other antivirals, but it 
will be harder to get the ill¬ 
ness under control. 

“This won’t change our 
approach in any way,” said 
Predy, even though antivi¬ 
ral medications are a key 
part of the strategy for 
fighting H1N1. 

Predy said this is an isolat-

ed case, and an investiga¬ 
tion is underway to deter¬ 
mine if the drug-resistant 
strain was present at the 
outset of the patient’s ill¬ 
ness or if it developed dur¬ 
ing treatment. AHS is also 
looking for other people 
who may have contracted 
the virus. 

The woman was being 
treated for pandemic H1N1, 
but was never hospitalized 
for her illness. Predy said 
she is now recovering and 
no longer displaying symp¬ 
toms. 

Predy said the develop¬ 
ment of an H1N1 vaccine 
won’t be affected by this 
discovery either, and that a 
vaccine will be available in 
November. 

Other isolated cases of 
drug-resistant H1N1 have 
been reported, including an 
earlier case in Quebec.

Search on for 
escaped con 


Authorities are warning a 
convict who escaped from 
a southern Alberta medi¬ 
um-security prison may 
have fled north. 

Shawn Thomas Evjen, 
46, disappeared from the 
Bowden Institution 

around 9 p.m. Monday. 

“When he left, we were 
aware of how, and now 
we’re doing a review of 
our security measures,” 
Correctional Services 
spokesman Rick Mollan 
said. 

The prison was locked 
down, and a canine team 
and helicopter scoured 
the area, but found no 
signs of the missing crimi¬ 
nal. 

Evjen, who has been in 
prison since July 1985, 
was serving out time for 
offences including rob¬ 
bery, use of a firearm and 
assaulting a peace officer. 

Officials are warning 
the public they consider 


Evjen armed and danger¬ 
ous, given his history and 
high risk to re-offend. 

He stands at five-feet, 
seven-inches tall and 
weighs 166 pounds with 
red hair and blue eyes. He 
has a skull and dragon tat¬ 
too on his right forearm, 
and has tattoos of women, 
dragons, a bear and a war¬ 
rior on his chest and back. 

Police are urging any¬ 
one with information 
about Evjen, or anyone 
who spots him not to ap¬ 
proach him and to instead 
call RCMP. 
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Stolen ATV 
crash results 
in charges 

crime A 27-year-old man 
has been charged with 
several offences after be¬ 
ing thrown onto an under¬ 
pass while riding a stolen 
ATV on Monday 
afternoon. 

Jonathan Jules Busenius 
was allegedly passing driv¬ 
ers on the shoulder of An¬ 
thony Henday Drive 
before crossing over to the 
centre median.

White-collar 
crime gets 
a black mark 

Tories: Fraudsters face jail 


The Harper government 
is vowing to crack down 
on white-collar crime. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson warned yester¬ 
day he will introduce legis¬ 
lation soon to impose 
mandatoiy jail sentences 
on fraudsters. 

He made the announce¬ 
ment as organizations rep¬ 
resenting white-collar vic¬ 
tims descended on Ottawa 
to applaud the action and 
demand more. 

Victims — some of 
whom lost millions of dol¬ 
lars — say the stiffer sen¬ 
tences will act as a deter¬ 
rent to Ponzi schemes and 
stock and corporate frauds. 

The renewed focus on 
white-collar crime comes 
after Montreal investment 
dealer Earl Jones was 
charged with fraud in July 
for allegedly operating a 
Ponzi scheme that swin¬ 
dled about 150 investors of 
at least $30 million. 


Victims speak out 

• Victims' groups say Ottawa 
and the provinces should 
follow the lead of Quebec, 
which is hiring 20 new 
financial fraud police officers 
and three new Crown prose¬ 
cutors. 

• They also say Ottawa 
should create an independ¬ 
ent Securities Crime Unit to 
investigate financial crime. 

As well, two Alberta men 
were charged Monday with 
operating another Ponzi- 
type scheme that netted 
about $100 million in in¬ 
vestments. 

Victims’ groups stressed 
the federal and provincial 
governments need to sup¬ 
port tougher sentences 
with more funding. 

The victims say charges 
are all too rare and take 
too long to come to light.

The judgment raises the 
prospect that officials may 
seek prosecution in the 
International Criminal

A landmark investiga¬ 
tion led by former South 
African judge Richard 
Goldstone concluded that 
“Israel committed actions 
amounting to war crimes, 
possibly crimes against hu¬ 
manity,” during its Dec. 27- 
Jan. 18 military operations 
against Palestinian rocket 
squads in the Gaza Strip. 

In a 575-page report, 
Goldstone and three other 
investigators also found ev¬ 
idence “that Palestinian 
armed groups committed 
war crimes, as well as pos¬ 
sibly crimes against 
humanity.”

Don’t get me wrong. I 
have a great deal of respect 
for Andrew Nikiforulc, the 
great Canadian journalist 
who wrote the report, cer¬ 
tainly more than I have for 
fearless front-line eco-war- 
riors and their apparently 
endless supply of chains. 

And if you don’t think the 
oilsands have environmen¬ 


tal consequences, tell that 
to the 1,600 dead ducks 
who went for their last 
swim in a Syncrude tailings 
pond on their flight south 
last spring. 

But while it makes a good 
headline, the 
countries cit¬ 
ed by Niki- 
forulc are Es¬ 
tonia and 
Lithuania, 
two industrial 
micro-states, 
while Canada 
is one of the 
world’s 
largest — and 
by far its 
friendliest — 
supplier of energy. So if 
Osama bin Laden declares 
himself king of the OPEC 
states, the oilsands will be 
there to keep the lights on, 
something both Europe and 
Greenpeace should medi¬ 
tate on when they can take 
a moment from all that de¬ 
claring. 

For those who think it’s 
unfair or cynical to plead a 
geopolitical case, there’s al¬ 
ways the fact that coal-fired 
energy generation is far and 


away the largest producer of 
greenhouse gases, but for 
some reason, Greenpeace 
has failed to chain itself 
around a coal-fired generat¬ 
ing plant. That’s probably 
because they can’t get into 
the U.S. thanks to the cease¬ 
less vigilance of Homeland 
Security. 

Maybe Greenpeace 
should chain itself to the 
Netherlands instead, which 
is one of the top five green¬ 
house gas producers on the 
planet, despite those pictur¬ 
esque windmills. Plus, un¬ 
like the U.S., it’s a real 
pushover, homeland securi¬ 
ty-wise. 

Greenpeace is certainly 
not likely to pick another 
fight with France, despite 
its addiction to nuclear 
power, an environmental 
non-non. As I recall, the last 
time Greenpeace tried to 
get in the way of l’epreuve 
nucleair, the French em¬ 
ployed a memorably explo¬ 
sive brand of public rela¬ 
tions.

Records cast light on 
Jack the Ripper's victims 


The world is endlessly fasci¬ 
nated with Jack the Ripper 
— but what about his vic¬ 
tims? 

Yesterday, 
an online ge¬ 
nealogy com¬ 
pany pub¬ 
lished census 
information 
that casts 
light on the 
lives of the 
women mur¬ 
dered by the 
Victorian seri¬ 
al killer. 

The compa¬ 
ny (findmy- 
past.com) trawled records 
of Britain’s 1881 census for 
information on the five 
women generally accepted 
as victims of the Ripper: 
Mary Ann Nichols, Annie 
Chapman, Elizabeth Stride, 
Catherine Eddowes and 


Mary Jane Kelly. 

All were killed between 
Aug. 31 and Dec. 20, 1888, 
in London’s 
East End, 
where they 
worked as 
prostitutes. 

The firm 
said the cen¬ 
sus data — 
available on 
its site and 
elsewhere on¬ 
line — pro¬ 
vides “a small 
window onto 
the past” and 
dispels an im¬ 
age some people may have 
of the victims as teenage 
streetwalkers. Most were 
formerly married women 
with children who resorted 
to prostitution when their 
lives took a turn for the

could accommodate win¬ 
ter boots and that the door 
pockets could hold a vari¬ 
ety of sizes of ice scrapers. 

This extended to making

North America. And, lastly, 
the door cupholders had to 
be big enough to hold a 
Tim’s or Slushie. 

In common with most 
new cars there days, the 
2010 Corolla is much bigger 
in flesh than it looks on web¬ 
sites or in brochures. 

With an overall length of 
4,540 mm (178.7 in) and a 
wheelbase of 1,465 mm

The Northern hope 


G eneral Motors 
agreed last 
week to sell its 
Opel division to 
Canada’s auto 
parts giant Magna. 

When the deal concludes 
next month (barring any last 
minute hitches), it will end 
one of longest droughts in 
Canadian history. No, not as 
long as the Toronto Maple 
Leaf drought, but still long 
by any other standard... 

The last time an au¬ 
tomaker was Canadian 
owned? 

Well you have to go back 
to those lovely disco years, 
in the mid-1970s, when 
American Malcolm Bricklin 
set up shop in Saint John, 
N.B., with millions of the 
province’s dollars, to build 
his mid-engine sports car. 

Numerous pseudo-Cana¬ 
dian car companies have 
dotted our landscape in the 
decades between 1930 and 
1970. But if you’re looking 
for a totally Canadian car 
company with any sub¬ 
stance and some name 
recognition, you have to go 
all the way back to 
McLaughlin, which was 
sold to GM in 1918. 

That’s why this Magna 
deal is such big news. 
Great news even. 

The basic deal looks like 
this: Magna and the Russ¬ 
ian bank, Sherbanlc, equal¬ 
ly split a 55 per cent of 
share of Opel (27.5 per cent 
each). GM retains a 35 per¬ 
cent share. The remaining 
10 per cent is held by trade 
unions. 

This “new” company can 
make and sell cars under 


the Opel name — except in 
the U.S. and China. 

The German government 
will loan this group many 
millions of marks for re¬ 
structuring. As such, it will 
be hard politically for the 
“new Opel” to rationalize 
operations in the EU. 

The key to its success 
then, appears to lie in Rus¬ 
sia, where low-cost produc¬ 
tion and a burgeoning mid¬ 
dle class beckon. GM has al¬ 
ready noted that Sherbanlc 
is just holding a place for 
Russian automaker GAZ, 
which needs a few months 
to get its act together to get 
in on this deal. 


Is that a global deal or 
what? 

But I think the most in¬ 
triguing aspect of it, for 
Canadians at least, is that 
this new entity can make 
and sell cars under the Opel 
name in Canada starting in 
the third quarter of 2012. 

It’s definitely a bummer 
that such cars couldn’t be 
sold in the U.S., a close and 
lucrative market if there 
ever was one. 

But Magna chief Frank 
Stronach is a smart man. 
He came to Canada as 
young man with just $200 
to his name, and built one 
of the largest manufactur-

Fiesta: Who's better, who's best 


Ford recently put its upcoming Fiesta to a test against its 
deadliest rivals: the Honda Fit, Nissan Versa and Toyota Yaris.

Ford has been teasing the 
upcoming launch of its 
new B-segment car, the Fi¬ 
esta, for what seems like 
years now. We’ve seen its 
fantastic styling, heard its 
rewy engine, and ached 
for more. But Ford is being 
smart. Previous attempts 
at a “World Car” — a vehi¬ 
cle that’s sold virtually the 
same around the globe — 
haven’t been well received 
in North America. Remem¬ 
ber the Ford Contour? Or 
the Mercury Scorpio? Dis¬ 
astrous. 


So to whet our appetites 
even more, Ford set up a 
day’s drive with the five- 
door European Fiesta — a 
vehicle that will share 90 
per cent of its components 
with “our” Fiesta — 
against its deadliest rivals: 
the Honda Fit, Nissan Ver¬ 
sa and Toyota Yaris. 

Ford’s first challenge of 
the day was a slalom course 
set up at Ontario Place in 
Toronto to let us put the Fi¬ 
esta through its paces in a 
straight fight with the Hon¬ 
da, Nissan and Toyota. 

On paper, the Fiesta trails 
in some categories, includ¬ 
ing number of gears (five vs. 
six for Nissan) and horse-

power (116-hp vs. 117 for 
Honda, 122 for Nissan). But 
the Fiesta’s fuel mileage 
trumps them all. The cur¬ 
rent Yaris is the economy 
king, with a combined 6.6 
L/100 Ion rating, but the 
Ford’s 5.9 L/100 km takes it 
to another level. 

At the handling course, 
only the Fit had anything 
on the Fiesta. Ford has a 


reputation in Europe for 
great driving machines, 
and it’s obvious why. Excel¬ 
lent steering feel, taut sus¬ 
pension, great brakes and 
few vibrations equal a fluid 
package. You can throw the 
Fiesta around by its scruff, 
and it’s happy to oblige. 
The Honda has similar han¬ 
dling, but rides rougher. 

Both the Toyota and Nis¬ 
san don’t like being 
pushed around, but might 
be better suited to the dai¬ 
ly highway grind. 

The Fiesta’s other trump 
card is its ability to adjust it¬ 
self to best match the driv¬ 
er. Its seats have the widest 
range of adjustment, and 


the steering wheel felt like 
it could be positioned in the 
backseat if required. 

In the Toyota, tall drivers 
will have a hard time find¬ 
ing a comfortable position, 
and the Fisher Price cabin 
materials are insulting. 
Same in the Versa, al¬ 
though it does offer acres of 
passenger room. The Hon¬ 


da doesn’t feel like a penal¬ 
ty box, and trumps the Fies¬ 
ta with its flip-and-fold 
Magic Seats in the rear. The 
Fiesta’s split-fold seats don’t 
quite fold flat enough, and 
its 295L cargo capacity with 
the seats raised is lowest in 
the group, and almost 
twice as small as the lead¬ 
ing Fit at 585L.

Finding the

Finding that perfect cam¬ 
era can be harder than just 
looking at well-known 
brand names. 

Features ranging from 
extended battery life, 
stronger zoom function,

Christina Fuchs, manag¬ 
er at McBain Camera, said

take their time looking at 
the different cameras avail¬ 
able before settling on one, 
especially with SLR (single¬ 
lens reflex) cameras.

“They can navigate 
through to see how they 
feel, (because) that 
should be some¬ 
thing they 
should consider 
because cam¬ 
eras are so simi¬ 
lar.” 

Fuchs said 
that since some 
people might be 
looking for different quali¬ 
ties than others, it comes 
down to explaining to a 
professional exactly what 
they’re looking for. 

“People can come in and 
as (an example) if they 
wanted something with a 
lot of zoom, we can go 
from there,” said Fuchs. “I 
would narrow down what

vises people to stick with 
the bare minimums at first 
when they’re starting to 
look for a new camera. 

The option to upgrade, 
she said, is always some¬ 
thing that can be done lat¬ 
er on after the purchase. 

“I tell them to start basic 
and they’ll notice the im¬ 
age change,” said Mavro. 
“If they want to get (better) 
they can put more money 


into the lens (because) that 
and the sensor are the 
biggest two parts.” 

Both Fuchs and Mavro 
agreed that for a starter kit 
for a SLR camera would 
come to $500 to $600. 
With extras and acces¬ 
sories, that could send the 
cost up to nearly $1,000, 
but for those who are in¬ 
terested in clearer photos, 
the cost might be worth it. 


Top three ways to improve your shots 



Using indoor light for your photos instead of the flash can often 
produce pictures with soft and colourful lighting. 


Here are three ways you 
can improve your photog¬ 
raphy, regardless of 
whether your camera costs 
$100 or $5,000. 

1 Don't just rely on auto¬ 
matic mode: Automat¬ 
ic modes can be fooled. 
They can assume every 
photo is of an average sub¬ 
ject with average light 
from an average distance. 

Most cameras have vari¬ 
ous scene modes. These 
are still automatic but give 
each photo a different 
look. You may find them 
on a dial on the top of your 
camera or in one of the 
menus. Usually, they have 
symbols like a flower, a 
mountain, a person, a run¬ 
ning figure, or fireworks. 

The moon/flash symbol 
is perhaps the most useful. 
It will fire the flash while 
balancing out the back¬ 
ground lights with a slow¬ 
er shutter speed. You will 
get a much more realistic 
look for parties and birth¬ 
days and the like. 

The running figure sym¬ 
bol is used for subjects with 
movement. The camera se¬ 
lects a higher shutter speed 
to prevent the subject from 


being blurry. This has the 
other effect of keeping the 
subject in focus. 

The mountain symbol is 
used for landscapes and 
static subjects that are far 
away. This is useful to take 
a photo through the win¬ 
dow of a car, train or 
plane, so the camera does 
not focus on the glass. It 
will also give you a large 
depth of field that keeps 
more things in focus. 

The opposite of the 
mountain is the flower set¬ 
ting. This is a macro set¬ 
ting that lets the lens focus 
on small objects up close. 
That new engagement 
ring, a snail, flower in the 
garden or a goldfish could 
use this setting. 


2 Don't just keep the 
camera on auto mode 
when shooting indoors: 

When a flash is used in¬ 
doors, it creates a harsh¬ 
ness and removes context. 
Indoor light can often be 
soft, gentle and colourful. 

It is important to look at 
the direction of the light. If 
you have the option to turn 
around a desk lamp to help 
out, or place your subject 
near a window or open 
door, you will have success. 

It is important to re¬ 
member that with the low¬ 
er light levels, you will 
need a longer shutter 
speed, which means you 
need to hold your camera 
steady. Bracing yourself, or 
propping the camera 


against a table or chair, can 
help. Or consider buying a 
small tabletop tripod. 

To get your camera to co¬ 
operate, you will need to 
take it off fully automatic 
and choose one of the 
night settings. 

^ Use a flash when 
"J shooting outside: Mid¬ 
clay is a popular time to 
shoot pictures outside and 
the light is high and 
bright, leading to harsh 
shadows on the face and a 
huge contrast between 
sunlit areas and shadows. 
A flash will help balance 
out these extremes. 

By shooting with a flash, 
you can face your subject 
with the sun behind them. 
In the photo business, the 
sun then becomes a “hair 
light” that is flattering. 
The flash in the face cor¬ 
rects the exposure and the 
photo should look great. 

To force the camera flash 
to fire, press the flash but¬ 
ton on the camera and cy¬ 
cle it through until you see 
a fill flash option or just a 
plain lightning bolt. This 
will fire the flash at all 
times, regardless of the ex¬ 
posure.

Harry Potter and the Orlando theme park 

Wizarding World area at Universal will include rides, shops and eateries

It sounds like a new book 
in the Harry Potter series, 
but Harry Potter and the 
Forbidden Journey will be 
a high-tech ride and the 
marquee attraction at the 
Wizarding World of Harry 
Potter, a new theme park 
area opening in spring 
2010 at Florida’s Universal 
Orlando Resort. 

The Forbidden Journey 
ride was named by author 
J.K. Rowling and described 
yesterday by Universal offi¬ 
cials in a webcast revealing 
details of what the Potter 
park will look like. 

The ride will takes guests 
through scenes and rooms 
from the blockbuster 
movies inside a richly de¬ 
tailed remake of Hogwarts 
Castle made to look more 
than 200 metres tall. Hog¬ 
warts is where Harry at¬ 
tends a boarding school for 
witches and wizards. 

Guests will enter the 
Wizarding World through 
a station archway named 
for Hogsmeade, the magi¬ 
cal village near Hogwarts. 
A plume of steam and a 
train whistle will sound the 


arrival of the Hogwarts Ex¬ 
press. The goal is to make 
the experience immersive, 
so nothing outside is visi¬ 
ble after guests pass the 
Hogsmeade station arch¬ 
way. 


Rowling, known for care¬ 
fully guarding the Potter 
franchise, hasn’t yet jour¬ 
neyed to Orlando, but the 
design team has made sev¬ 
eral trips to London to con¬ 
sult with her. 


Other rides include the 
Dragon Challenge, a twin 
high-speed roller coaster 
themed after the Triwizard 
Tournament and the family 
roller coaster Flight of the 
Hippogriff, named for a 
creature with an eagle’s 
head and a horse’s body. 

“Along those journeys 
they’re going to be swept 
up into the greatest parts 
of the movies and the 
books. We’ve pushed every 
technology available to us 
to give guests a theme park 
experience unlike any 
they’ve had before,” said 
Paul Daurio, producer of 
the Potter area. 

The Harry Potter park 
will be part of Universal’s 
Islands of Adventure. 

Art and set directors 
from the films, including 
Oscar-winning production 
designer Stuart Craig and 
art director Alan Gilmore, 


were hired to translate the 
movies into the park. 

Every shop and eatery is 
Potter-themed. Honey- 
dulces sells chocolate frogs 
and Bertie Bott’s Every- 
Flavour Beans, Ollivander’s 
peddles magic wands, 
Zonlco’s joke shop has 
Sneakoscopes, and the 
British restaurant Three 
Broomsticks pours Butter- 
beer. 

At The Owl Post, guests 
can send letters with a cer¬ 
tified Hogsmeade post¬ 
mark. Magical instruments 
and equipment are avail¬ 
able at Dervish and Banges, 
including everything need¬ 
ed to play Quidditch — a 
game like soccer played on 
flying broomsticks. 

“The interesting thing 
about Harry Potter is that 
the stories are so rich in 
themselves, so deep,” said 
Universal Creative Presi¬ 


dent Mark Woodbury. 
“There wasn’t so much dif¬ 
ficulty (in) creating the 
look, it was, ‘How do you 
execute at a level of au¬ 
thenticity that is unques¬ 
tionable?” 4 

There could even be new 
footage of Potter stars shot 
on actual sets from Harry 
Potter and the Order of the 
Phoenix and Harry Potter 
and the Half-Blood Prince. 
A Universal spokesman de¬ 
clined comment on the is¬ 
sue, but the company was 
explicitly granted those 
privileges in its 2007 licens¬ 
ing agreement with Warn¬ 
er Bros. Consumer Prod¬ 
ucts Inc., according to the 
contract filed with the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

The Potter area will be 
Universal’s third big-ticket 
addition in three years. SEC 
filings from the company 
estimate the combined cost 
of The Simpsons Ride, Hol¬ 
lywood Rip Ride Rockit and 
Wizarding World at be¬ 
tween $275 million and 
$310 million
